Geo.  A.  Walkem,  j TTTHERE.\S  by  Section  4 oi" 
Attorney-General.^  \\  “The  Municipality  Act, 
18’(2,”  it  is  provided,  that — “The  Lieutenant-Gov- 
“ ernor  in  Council,  b^'  Letters  Patent,  under  the 
“ Public  Seal  oi'the  Province,  and  upon  the  Petition 
“ of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  male  freeholders,  house- 
“ holders,  free  miners,  pre-emptors,  and  leaseholders 
“ for  a terra  of  not  less  than  two  years,  being  respec- 
“ tively  of  the  full  age  ot  twenty-one  years,  and 
“ resident  in  any  locality,  in  wliicli  locality  there 
“shall  be  not,  less  than  thirty  male  residents,  as 
“aforesaid,  shall  incorporate  such  localitj-  as  a 
“ Municijiality 

Aud  whereas  a Petition  has  been  addressed  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  as  aforesaid,  by 
two-thirds  of  the  male  freeholders,  householders,  free 
miners,  if  any,  pre-emptoi s,  and  leaseholders,  as 
aforesaid,  of  the  Districts  of  Cowichan  North  and 
Chemainus,  being  resjiectivcly  of  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  resident  in  the  said  Districts, 
in  which  locality  there  [are  thirty  male  residents  as 
aforesaid,  praying  tiiatthc  said  Districtsof  Cowiclian 
Nortli  and  Cliemainus  may  be  incorporated  as  a 
Municipality  ; 

And  whereas  Joseph  William  Trutcii,  as  such 
Lieutenant-Guvernor  in  Council  as  aforesaid,  under 
and  by  virtue  of  tlie  powers  and  authorities  conferred 
upon  liim  in  Oonncil  as  aforesaid,  by  “ Tlie  Munici- 
pality Act,  1812,”  and  “The  ^iunicipality  Act 
Amendment  Act,  1873,”  and  of  all  other  jiowers  and 
autliorities  liini,  as  aforesaid,  in  that  lichalf  enabling, 
hath  ordered  and  proclaimed  tliat  all  that  piece  of 
land  known  as  tlie  Districts  of  Cowiclian  North  and 
Chemainus,  and  tlie  inhabitants  thereof,  should,  from 
and  after  tli  > Eighteenth  day  of  June,  instant,  be 
incorporated  as  a Municipality,  under  the  said  x\.ct, 
and  undci’  tlic  provisions  liereinafter  contained  or 
referred  to. 

NOW  K.'' OW  YE,  that  by  tlicsc  presents,  We  do 
liercbj’  on’,  r and  proclaim  tliat  the  said  piece  of  land, 
and  tlic  ini.  .bitants  tliereof,  sliall,  from  and  after  the 
date  hereof,  be  incorporated  ns  a Aiunicipality,  under 
tlie  said  Acl.s,  and  under  the  provisions  liereinafter 
contained  or  referred  to.

Tlie  said  .Mnnicii)ality  shall  be  called  and  known 
by  the  name  and  style  of  “The  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  North  Cowichan.’’ 

The  said  .Municipality  shall  comprise  all  that  piece 
or  parcel  of  land  known  as  the  District  of  Cowichan 
North,  and  the  District  of  Chemainus. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  Seven  Councillors, 
and  the  whole  number  ))resent  at  each  meeting  thereof' 
shall  not  be  less  than  four. 

The  iiomiuatlon  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors 
shall  be  on  the  7th  day  of  July,  next,  at  12  o’clock, 
noon,  and  the  election,  in  case  a jioll  shall  be  deman- 
ded, shall  he  on  the  8lh  day  of  July,  nc.\t,  and  shall 
continue  for  one  daj*  only,  and  the  poll  .shall  be  kept 
open  between  the  hours  ofhA.M.  and  0 p.ji.,  and 
Williiim  Smithe,  Esquire,  shall  be  the  Deiurning 
Officer  thereat. 

The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll,  if 
an.y,  shall  be  held  at  the  Court  House. 

Ten  days’ notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  noniin- 
ation  and  holding  of  the  poll  shall  be  given  by  the 
said  Returning  Officer;  such  notice  to  bo  jmsled 
during  that  iierioil  on  the  outer  door  of  the  Court 
House,  and  the  Landing  [daces  at  .Maple  Hay  and 
Cheui.iinus. 

Evciy  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  seven 
votes,  being  one  for  each  Councillor  to  be  elected, 
but  he  may  vote  for  an}'  less  number  than  even. 
Provided,  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  ili.in 
one  vote  in  favor  of  any  one  Candidate,  or  vote  on 
mure  than  one  occasion.  And  in  the  event  of  the 
number  of  votes  being  found  to  have  been  (•■iual  for 
any  two  or  more  Candidates,  one  or  more  of  whom, 
but  not  all  of  such  Candidates,  being  by  the  .-  i.t'.c  of 
the  [loll  entitled  to  be  declared  elected,  the  b turning 
Officer  shall  by  a casting  vote  or  votes,  as  tlo’  ease 
may  be,  decide  which  of  the  Candidates  for  whom 
the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  electeil.  Provided, 
that  the  said  Ileturuing  Oliicer  shall  not  vote  except 
in  the  case  of  an  e()uality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

.‘Vll  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  Election  shall 
be  borne  by  the  Candidates  in  equal  proiiortion  ; such 
expenses  shall  not  exeeoil  in  the  whole  One  hundred 
dollars. 

The  Candiilates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Municijml 
Councillors. 

The  voting  for  Councillors  shall  be  open,  and  no 
one  shall  vote  by  (iroxy. 

If  the  Warden,  or  any  of  the  Municipal  Councillors, 
or  any  person  on  his  or  their  behalf,  or  any  person  in 
partnership  with  him  or  them,  shall  enter  into  or 
obtain  any  interest,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  con- 
tract entered  into  by  or  with  the  Corporation,  such 
Warden  or  .Municipal  Councillor  having  any  interest 
in  au}  contract,  or  having  become  disqualified  as 
aforesaid,  shall  immediately  be  disqualified  I'rom 
conliiining  to  bo  Warden  or  .Municipal  Councillor,  as 
the  ease  may  be. 

Provided,  always,  that  if  ifny  Warden  or  Municipal 
Councillor,  or  either  of  them,  shall  vote  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  .^Iunicipal  Council,  or  shall  not  resign  his 
ollice  within  the  space  of  one  calendar  month  from 
the  time  when  he,  shall  have  entered  into  or  obtained 
any  interest  in  any  such  contract  as  aforesaid,  such 
Warden  or  Municiiial  Councillor  shall  forfeit  to  the 
Corjiuration  a sum  of  Two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  as  to  the  said  sum,  the  same  may  be  recovered 
by  action,  to  be  brought  in  the  name  of  “The  Cor- 
poration of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan  ; ” but  all 
votes  given  under  such  circumstances  shall  be  \alid. 

Tlie  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nom- 
ination, at  noon,  nominate  such  persons  as  shall  be 
put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf,  by  some  duly  quali- 
fied voter,  as  Candidates  for  the  office,  as  prescribed 
by  “ The  Municipality  .-Vet,  1872,’’  and  “The  iMuiii- 
cipality  Act  Amendment  Act,  1873,’’  a show  ot  hands 
shall  then  take  place,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
thereupon  declare  which  of  the  Candidates  has  or 
have  been  elected  by  the  show  of  hands. 

Any  Candidate,  or  voter  on  his  behalf,  may  there- 
upon demand  a poll,  which  shall  be  taken  on  the  day 
of  polling,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  close  of  the  poll,  [niblicly 
declare  the  number  polled  for  each  Candidate,  and 
who  has  or  have  been  elected  by  the  greatest  number 
of  votes. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the 
poll,  shall  retain  the  jioll  books  until  a Clerk  shall  be 
duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith  deliver 
the  same ; and  such  Returning  Odicer  or  Clerk, 
respectively,  shall  permit  any  reasonable  inspection 
thereof  by  any  duly  qualified  voter,  and,  if  required, 


furnish  a certified  copy  thereof,  upon  payment  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  hundred  words. 

Every  [lerson  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for 
nomination,  and  who  shall  have  been  elected  a .Muni- 
ci|inl  Councillor,  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a sum 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  towards  the  .Munici- 
pal Revenue  ; such  sum,  with  cost.s,  to  be  recoverable 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council,  summarily, 
before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  aforesaid. 

In  case  of  the  death,  bankruptcy,  insolvency,  resig- 
nation, or  iiermanent  absence  for  the  .space  of  three 
consecutive  calendar  months  from  the  .Municiiiality 
of  the  Warden  for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  the  War- 
den shall  decline  to  accept  office,  the  Municipal  Coun- 
cillor who  shall  be  selected  by  the  Municipal  Council 
for  that  puiqiose,  shall  jireside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
.Municipal  Council,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
duties,  and  iirivileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities  and  responsibilities  which  the  Warden 
would  have  had,  and  been  subject  to,  if  presiding, 
until  the  next  day  of  election. 

In  case  of  the  death,  bankruptcy,  insolvency,  resig- 
nation or  permanent  absence  from  the  Municii>ality 
for  the  space  of  three  calendar  months,  of  anyone  or 
more  Councillors,  or  in  case  of  a .Municipal  Councillor 
lining  such  vacancy  in  the  offie  of  Warden,  the  War- 
den shall  by  writing  call  on  the  Returning  Officer  to 
cause  some  duly  qualified  person  to  be  elected  in  the 
stead  of  the  vacating  Councillor,  by  some  day,  not 
sooner  than  twenty-one  days  from  the  date  of  the  said 
notice  ; and  such  election  shall  take  place  according- 
ly, and  such  Councillor  shall  act  for  the  residue  of 
the  term  for  which  such  Councillor  so  dead,  bank- 
ru[)t,  iasolvcnt,  absent,  or  resigned,  would  have  held 
the  same. 

The  Warden  shall,  within  ten  days  from  such  va- 
cancy, fix  the  day  for  the  nomination  and  election  of 
such  new  .Municijial  Councillor  or  Councillors,  aud 
the  nomination  and  polling  shall  be  held  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

The  validity  of  all  contested  elections  shall  be  tried 
before  any  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  manner 
following: — .Vny  voter  or  candidate  may  present  a 
lietition  to  the  .^aid  Su])rcme  Court,  praying  that  the 
elecliou  of  any  .Municipal  Councillor  may  be  avoided, 
on  either  of  the  following  grounds: — by  reason  of 
bribery,  intimidation,  or  undue  inllnence;  by  reason 
of  such  .Municipal  Councillor  not  having  obtained  a 
nmjority  of  the  votes  of  the  duly  (lualified  electors; 
by  reason  of.such  .Municipal  Councillor  not  possess- 
I ing  the  requisite  qualification,  or  being  under  some 
disqualification  as  aforesaid. 

The  petitioner  shall,  in  each  case,  give  such 
security  for  co,«ts  as  the  Court  shall  direct. 

The  order  of  the  Judge  on  the  said  petition  shall  be 
final  aud  conclusive,  and  may  contain  all  necessary 
directions  for  the  holding  new  elections,  or  otherwise, 
as  may  be  requisite. 

Such  Judge  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  rules  for 
regulating- the  trial  of  such  jietitions,  and  the  matters 
and  things  connected  therewith. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on 
the  15th  day  of  July,  next,  at  the  Court  House 
Cowichan  North,  at  3 p.  m. 

The  Municijial  Council  shall  hold  its  ordinary  meet- 
ings oi>enly,  and  no  person  shall  be  excluded  except 
for  improper  conduct.  A special  meeting  may  be 
open  or  closed.,  as  ii;  the  opinion  of  the  Municijial 
Council,  expressed  by  resolution  in  writing,  the  pub- 
lic interests  require. 

.Ml  acts,  whatsoever,  authorised  or  required  by 
virtue  of  “ The  .Municijialily  Act  1872,’’  and  “The 
.Municipality  Act  .\mendment  Act  1873,’’  to  be  done 
by  the  Municipal  Council  and  all  ijuestions  of  adjourn- 
ment and  others  that  may  come  before  the  Municijial 
Council  may,  save  where  otherwise  exjiressed,  be  done 
and  decided  by  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
.Municipal  Council  who  shall  be  present  at  any  meet- 
ing held  in  jiursuance  of  the  said  Act,  or  these  Letters 
Patent,  the  whole  number  of  members  present  at  such 
meeting  not  being  less  than  four;  at  such  meeting, 
the  Warden,  if  present,  shall  jircsidc,  and  the  AVarden 
(or  in  the  absence  of  the  AVarden  such  Municipal 
Councillor  as  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Council 
then  assembled  shall  choose  to  be  the  Chairman  of 
that'meeting)  shall  have  a casting  vote  in  all  cases  of 
equality  of  votes  ; th-e  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
all  such  meetings  shall  be  drawn  up  and  fairly  en- 
tered into  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purjiose,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  AA’arden  or  Municipal  Council- 
lor jiresiding  at  such  meeting  ; and  the  said  minutes 
shall  be  open  to  the  insj)ection  of  any  jierson,  who 
may  make  copies  thereof  and  extracts  therefrom,  at 
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all  ieasoiinl)le  times,  on  ini^  iiient,  each  time,  of  a fee 
of  twenty-live  cents.  , 

I’l-evions  to  the  introilnction  of  any  hnsiness,  rc- 
fening  to  the  e.\]ieiuiitnre  of  any  money.s,  at  any 
meeting  of  the  .Mnnieii>al  (’onneil,  a notice,  in  writing 
of  any  hnsiness  proposeil  to  he  hronglit  forward  hy 
any  memher,  shall  he  pnhlicly  e.vliihited  for  twenly- 
lonr  hours  [n'cvionsly  to  sneli  meeting,  in  .-;ome  p.nhlie 
place  to  he  agrcetl  upon  hy  ilie  .Municipal  Honncil. 

Previous  to  any  meeting  of  the  .'Innicipa!  (.'onneil, 
other  llian  adjourned  meetings,  a notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  such  intended  tnceting  sliall  he  given, 
three  daj's  at  least  tiefor'e  such  meeting,  hy  li.ving  a 
copy  of  the  .said  notice  at  tiic  .Mnnicipal  Uonncil 
Chambers  ; and  sncli  notice  shall  be  signed  hy  the 
Warden,  wlio  sliall  have  power  to  call  a me  ting  ol 
the  Mnnicipal  Council  as  often  as  ho  shall  think 
proper. 

In  case  the  Warden  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  call 
a meeting  within  three  days  after  a rci|nisi' ion  for 
that  purpose,  signed  hy  three  memhers  of  the  .Muni- 
cipal t.’onnci;,  at  the  least,  shall  have  been  iircsented 
to  him,  it  shall  he  lawful  for  the  .-laid  three  members 
to  call  a meeting  of  the  Municipal  Council,  hy  giving 
such  notice  as  is  hereinafter  declared  in  that  behalf; 
such  notice  to  he  signed  by  the  said  three  members, 
insteail  of  the  Warden,  and  stating  therein  the  hnsi- 
ness proposed  to  he  transactcil  at  such  m 'eling  ; and 
in  every  case  a summons  to  attend  the  .Municipal 
Council,  specifying  the  business  proji.jscd  to  he  trans- 
acted at  such  meeting,  signed  by  the  Warden,  or  the 
members,  as  the  case  may  he,  sh.ill  be  hd't  at  the 
usual  places  of  abode  of  every  member  of  the  .Munici- 
pal Council,  or  at  the  premises  in  llie  Municipality 
where  he  resides,  three  clear  days  at  least  before  such 
meeting;  and  no  business  shall  he  transacted  at  such 
meeting  other  thiin  the  business  which  is  siiccified  in 
the  notice. 

The  Municijtal  Council  may,  out  of  their  nwn  body, 
from  time  to  lini'.',  ap[>oint  such  and  so  many  Com- 
mittees, and  consisting  of  such  memhcr.s  as  they  may 
think  lit,  for  any  inirposes  which,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Municipal  Council,  would  he  belter  regulated  and 
managed  hy  means  of  sncli  Committee.s  ; hut  all  pro- 
ceedings of  sue  h Committees  shall  he  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  .Municipal  Council. 

Every  lly-Law  shall  be  pa.ssed  hy  the  vote  or  reso- 
lution of  at  least  three  memhers  of  the  .\Iunicipal 
Couii.  il,  and  at  a meeting  where  at  least  four  mem- 
bers of  the,  .Munici[)al  Council  shall  be  present. 

A copy  of  ever}'  By-Law  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Governor  hy  the  Clerk  of  the  .Municipal  Council, 
within  one  month  after  the  final  passage  of  the  same, 
.signed  by  the  said  Clerk,  and  countersigned  by  the 
AVarden  or  presiding  .Municipal  Councillor,  and  sealed 
with  the  Corporate  Seal. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Councillors 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman, 
and  to  be  designated  as  AVarden  of  North  Cowie.han, 
.au'l  his  jiowcrs,  privileges  and  duties,  save  as  altered 
by,  or  inconsistent  w'ith,  these  Letters  Patent,  shall 
be  the  same  as  those  proscribed  by  “The  .Municipality 
Act,  1872.’’  and  “ The  Municipality  Act  Amendment 
Act,  187.3.’’ 

At  such  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  pos- 
sible, the  (.'onneil  may  appoint  a (Meik,  Treasurer, 
Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  ns  they  may 
deeiii  necessary,  who  shall  hold  c.nice  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such  remunera- 
tion as  the  Council  may  by  By-Law  appoint.

“ ment  of  (.inloii,  of  a strip  of  Land  Twenty  aHIcs  in 
“ width  along  the  Eastern  Coast  of  Vancouver  Island, 
“ between  iSeymour  Narrows  and  the  Harhonr  of 
“ Esijuimalt,  in  furtherance  of  the  construction  of
